2, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 . the closest prior art reference (US 2002/0014573 A1 to Anderson) does not 
teach or suggest a collar welded to the anchor plate which is fixedly attached to the 
floor. Instead the prior art reference teaches an anchor plate with an integrally fomned, 
raised mid-portion. There is no motivation to modify the structure of Anderson to that of 
the claimed invention.
